Moustachioed fundraisers turn November into Movember

Mobs of moustachioed 
men have reversed a stig¬ 
ma on upper-lip 
accessories, through bat¬ 
tling a deadly disease 
every day of a month 
dubbed Movember.

the campaign began. 

The retro facial hair 
stuck to smiling faces of 
Edmonton men is part of a 
global fundraiser aimed at 
conquering prostate can¬ 
cer. The initiative broke 
records in 2008 by raising 
$2.8 million nationally, 
making it the largest chari¬ 
ty event ever just for men. 

CityTv personality Ryan 
Jespersen has helped lead 
the local fundraising cru¬ 
sade and attributes new 
awareness of the disease to 
the growing campaign.

Expanded 
appeal for 
Pickton 
granted 

murders The Supreme 
Court of Canada has 
opened the door to a 
wider appeal for serial 
killer Robert Pickton, ex¬ 
panding the chances of a 
new trial for the B.C. man 
convicted in the gruesome 
murders of six women. 

The high court 
announced Thursday that 
it will hear the expanded 
appeal, allowing Pickton’s 
lawyers more legal 
grounds to argue that his 
convictions should be 
overturned when the case 
is heard in March. Normal¬ 
ly, they would have been 
limited to the grounds 
that were subject of a dis¬ 
senting view at the lower 
appeal court level. 

In a two-to-one decision 
last June, the B.C. Court of 
Appeal rejected Pickton’s 
bid for a new trial. But the 
dissenting judge said 
because the trial judge did¬ 
n’t provide the jury with 
an instruction of aiding 
and abetting — and how it 
applied to the Pickton case 
— there was a miscarriage 
of justice. The dissenting 
opinion, by Justice Ian 
Donald, gave Pickton an 
automatic right of appeal 
to the country’s highest 
court on the grounds he 
found in dispute. 

But Pickton’s lawyers 
asked the court to go 
beyond the dissenting rea¬ 
sons, and consider if the 
trial judge made mistakes 
in both instructing the ju¬ 
ry and in not clarifying the 
meaning of a question the 
jury posed to the judge 
during deliberations.

bers of iDance prepare to 
take the stage, their mo¬ 
tives extend far beyond 
mere entertainment. 

The iDance program, de¬ 
livered by the University of 
Alberta’s Steadward Cen¬ 
tre for Personal Physical 
Achievement, is aimed at 
increasing accessibility in 
dance for those with dis¬ 
abilities. 

The group has recently 
been recognized for its 
achievements, receiving a 
Human Rights Award for 
Excellence. 

The troupe, which offi¬ 
cially formed over a year 


ago, works under the artis¬ 
tic direction of Lindsay 
Eales. 

Its visually appealing 
dances incorporate and 
welcome people with all 
forms of disabilities. In 
fact, its eclectic mix of mu¬ 
sic and diversity is exactly 
what makes iDance beauti¬ 
ful to watch, not to men¬ 
tion the interesting use of 
wheelchair dance. 

“The dancers in the 
group not only get physical 
activity — so flexibility, 
strength, range of motion, 
and a really good opportu¬ 
nity to get your heart rate 
up — but immense social 
support,” explained Eales. 

And as founding mem¬ 
ber Roxanne Ulaniclci ex¬ 
plained, the importance of 
iDance lies not just in the 
fun and games — it is 
about integrating people 


with disabilities and fight¬ 
ing for the rights of this 
marginalized group. 

“We know that we all 
have the right to our own 
life experience and the 
privilege to respect the life 
experience of others,” 
Ulaniclci stated in the 
speech written for the 
awards ceremony. 

“It would be wrong to 
create an illusion of hu¬ 
man rights that only serves 
to marginalize us more by 
hiding our true challenges 
and needs.”

The Alberta government is 
pushing ahead with deep 
budget cuts as it struggles 
to reduce a record deficit 
— an unfamiliar diet after 
a decade of spending 
fuelled by booming ener¬ 
gy royalties. 

“We were at the all-you- 
can-eat buffet for 10 years 
and Albertans were lined 
up with us,” Treasury Board 
president Lloyd Snelgrove 
said Thursday. 

“Maybe we didn't use as 
much prudence as we 
should have in growth, but 
I can't do anything about 
that,” he told a news confer¬ 
ence in Calgary. 

“I can tell you going for¬ 
ward, it is not going to hap¬ 
pen again.” 

The second-quarter fiscal 
update released Thursday 
pegs Alberta’s deficit this 
year at $4.3 billion, down 
significantly from early pro¬ 
jections of nearly $7 billion. 

Most of the turnaround is 
linked to a $ 3-billion in¬ 
crease in forecasted rev¬ 
enues since the first quar¬ 
ter. The extra money is 


coming from higher oil 
prices and a boost in corpo¬ 
rate income tax and invest¬ 
ment returns. 

The update also outlines 
vague “value review” sav¬ 


ings of $430 million from 
hiring freezes and cuts to 
discretionary spending for 
most government depart¬ 
ments. Finance officials did¬ 
n’t provide specifics. 


The arithmetic the gov¬ 
ernment is using to reduce 
the deficit hasn’t impressed 
the Canadian Taxpayers 
Federation. 

“If it wasn’t for higher 
corporate tax revenues and 
higher returns on the her¬ 
itage fund, the deficit 
would have hardly changed 
from the first quarter,” said 
federation spokesman Scott 
Hennig. 

He noted that while the 
government found $430 
million in savings, overall 
expenditures are still pro¬ 
jected to rise by $575 mil¬ 
lion this year. 

“Even when they are sup¬ 
posed to be cutting, they 
can’t keep themselves from 
increasing spending.” 

Snelgrove said the Con¬ 
servative government has 
managed to bring down the 
deficit without major job or 
program cuts. 

Liberal Opposition Leader 
David Swann scoffed at 
Snelgrove’s suggestion that 
most Albertans have hardly 
noticed the budget cuts. 

“There's already evidence 


that there are tremendous 
losses in the health-care sys¬ 
tem,” said Swann. “We 
can’t cope with the extra 
demands of the H1N1 pan¬ 
demic. 

“Teachers are scrambling 
with larger class sizes and 
we’ve seen cuts to chil¬ 
dren’s services. It’s false to 
say this is not impacting 
people directly.” 

But the largest cuts have 
yet to come. 

Snelgrove confirmed that 
$2 billion will be trimmed 
from next year’s budget — 
split evenly between pro¬ 
grams cuts and fewer build¬ 
ing projects. 

“I can’t say it won’t have 
any impact. I mean, $2 bil¬ 
lion is a pretty big chunk of 
change.” 

The minister offered only 
a broad outline of the cuts. 
Up to 1,000 government 
jobs will not be filled as 
people retire. Delivery of so¬ 
cial programs will be 
streamlined by “shrinking 
the government bureaucra¬ 
cy in the middle.”

“The human implication 
is that we envision a stem 
cell-based treatment for 
these babies that suffer 
from chronic lung disease.” 


Babies who are bom ex¬ 
tremely prematurely can’t 
breathe on their own and 
need help for their lungs to 
develop properly. About 
half of babies bom before 
28 weeks get chronic lung 
disease, a condition that 
can affect lung capacity as 
they grow up. 

Thebaud and his team’s 
findings are to be published 
Dec. 1 in the American Jour¬ 
nal of Respira¬ 
tory and Criti¬ 
cal Care Medi¬ 
cine and are 
already at¬ 
tracting inter¬ 
national at¬ 
tention. The 
team included 
researchers 
from Montre¬ 
al, France and 
the U.S.

Dr. Thebaud and his team,” 
said Dr. Roberta Ballard, a 
professor of pediatrics at 
the University of California. 
“In a few short years, I an¬ 
ticipate we will be able to 
take these findings and be¬ 
gin clinical trials with pre¬ 
mature babies.” 

Stem cells can develop in¬ 
to different cell types in the 
body.

Freed after 15 tortuous 
months in captivity in 
Somalia, Canadian 
freelancer Amanda 
Lindhout and another for¬ 
eign journalist arrived 
Thursday in neighbouring 
Kenya amid claims that a 
$700,000 ransom was paid 
for their release. 

Lindhout and Australian 
photographer Nigel Bren¬ 
nan flew out of the Somali 
capital of Mogadishu in a 
chartered plane, said Soma¬ 
lia’s National Security Min¬ 
ister Mohamed Abdullahi. 

Canada’s ambassador to 
Kenya said the pair was re¬ 
ceiving medical care in the 
capital city of Nairobi. 

“They are receiving the 


best possible care they can,” 
Ross Hynes told The Associ¬ 
ated Press. He declined to 
give more details. 

Sarah Geddes, a 

spokesperson for 
Lindhout’s family, 

said the journalists 
have been safely re¬ 
united with family 
members already in 
Nairobi. 

“Amanda’s parents 
are overjoyed and re¬ 
quest continued pri¬ 
vacy for the family 
while they focus on 
Amanda and her transition 
back to normal life,” the 
spokesperson said. 

“They will return to Cana¬ 
da as soon as Amanda is fit 


to fly home.” 

In a statement from Ot¬ 
tawa, Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper acknowl¬ 
edged Lindhout’s release, 
which he described 
as a great relief to all 
Canadians. 

“Ms. Lindhout has

Municipal staff in Vancou¬ 
ver have rewritten a 
controversial sign bylaw af¬ 
ter activists alleged it 
would give police 
sweeping powers to seize 
protest materials during 
the 2010 Winter Olympics. 

Council approved bylaw 
changes during the sum¬ 
mer aimed at allowing the 
city to tackle ambush mar¬ 
keting during the Games by 


quickly removing signs 
erected without proper per¬ 
mits. 

Civil liberties groups 
charged that provisions in 
the bylaw would allow po¬ 
lice or bylaw officers to en¬ 
ter their homes and take 
protest signs. 

But a new version of the 
bylaw changes will be pre¬ 
sented to council next week 
that limits the stricter en¬ 
forcement rules — which 
are temporary and expire 
after the Games — to com¬ 
mercial signs only. 


That means any non-com¬ 
mercial signs put up during 
the Games would be subject 
to existing bylaws, which 
require a 30-day notice and 
have no power to force a 
sign down before the 
Olympics are over. 

Anti-Olympic activists are 
suing the city over the re¬ 
strictions, although the B.C. 
Civil Liberties Association, 
which has been helping 
with the court challenge, 
says it’s not clear how the 
changes will affect the law¬ 
suit.

“We will defend Canadi¬ 
an sovereignty over the

Ignatieff said.

Philippines Under threat of 
military attack, the leader 
of the clan suspected in 
the slaughter of 57 people 
in the southern 
Philippines turned himself 
in Thursday, and prosecu¬ 
tors say he will face mur¬ 
der charges in the 
countiy’s worst election 
violence ever. Andal 
Ampatuan Jr., a town may¬ 
or, maintains he had noth¬ 
ing to do with the ambush 
of a convoy cariying his 
political rival’s family, 
supporters and at least 22 
journalists. Their bodies — 
mowed down by point- 
blank shots and some 
hacked up — were found 
in mass graves hastily dug 
by a baclchoe. Some were 
buried with their vehicles. 
Asked by reporters if he 
was involved in the 
killings, Ampatuan replied: 
“There is no truth to that. 
The reason I came out is to 
prove that I am not hiding 
and that I am not guilty.”

Bishops of the Roman 
Catholic Church in Ireland 
covered up decades of 
child abuse by priests in 
order to protect the 
church’s reputation, an ex¬ 
pert commission reported 
Thursday after a three- 
year investigation. 

Abuse victims welcomed 
the commission’s report on 
the Dublin Archdiocese’s 
mishandling of child abuse 
cases — one of several gov¬ 
ernment investigations into 
chronic child rape, beatings 
and other cruelty in 
Catholic-run schools, chil¬ 
dren’s workhouses and or¬ 
phanages from 1975 to 
2004. The government said 
the investigation “shows 
clearly that a systemic, cal¬ 
culated perversion of power 
and trust was visited on 
helpless and innocent chil¬ 
dren in the archdiocese.” 

“The perpetrators must 
continue to be brought to 
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justice, and the people of 
Ireland must know that this 
can never happen again,” 
the government said, also 
apologizing for the state's 
failure to hold church au¬ 
thorities accountable to the 
law. 

This is the second major 
government-ordered report 
this year exploring why au¬ 
thorities permitted wide¬ 
spread abuse of boys and 
girls at the hands of the 
Catholic Church through¬ 
out most of the 20th centu- 
ly, the gravest scandal in 
the history of independent 
Ireland. The 720-page re¬ 


port — delivered to the gov¬ 
ernment in July but re¬ 
leased Thursday — analyzes 
the cases of 46 priests 
against whom 320 com¬ 
plaints were filed. 

The 46 were selected 
from more than 150 Dublin 
priests implicated in mo¬ 
lesting or raping boys and 
girls since 1940. Eleven 
priests convicted of child 
abuse are named in the re¬ 
port, but 33 are referred to 
by aliases and two have 
their names blacked out be¬ 
cause they have yet to face 
justice. The report rejected 
past bishops’ key claim that 
they were ignorant of both 
the scale and criminality of 
priests’ abuse of children, 
showing that the Dublin 
Archdiocese negotiated a 
1987 insurance policy for 
future legal costs of defend¬ 
ing lawsuits and compensa¬ 
tion claims.

Australia to shoot 
dead 6,000 camels 


outback Australian authori¬ 
ties plan to corral about 
6,000 wild camels with heli¬ 
copters and gun them down 
after they overran a small 
Outback town in search of 
water, trampling fences, 
smashing tanks and con¬ 
taminating supplies. 

The Northern Territoiy 
government announced its 
plan Wednesday for Docker 
River, a town of 350 resi¬ 
dents where thirsty camels 
have been arriving daily for 
weeks because of drought 
conditions in the region. 

“The community of Dock¬ 
er River is under siege by 
6,000 marauding, wild 
camels,” local government 
minister Rob Knight said in 
Alice Springs, 500 kilome¬ 
tres northeast of Docker.

The Honduran Supreme 
Court recommended 
Thursday that lawmakers 
vote against restoring 
ousted President Manuel 
Zelaya, another blow for 
his quickly fading 
chances of returning to 
power. 

The Supreme Court sub¬ 
mitted its opinion six days 
before Congress is sched¬ 
uled to vote on Zelaya’s 
fate as part of a U.S.-bro¬ 
kered agreement to end 
the political crisis over a 
June coup. 

The justices concluded 
that Zelaya should not be 
restored to the presidency 
because he has criminal 
charges pending against 
him, Supreme Court 
spokesman Danilo Iza- 
guirre said. 


“While he faces judicial 
charges, he cannot return 
to power,” Izaguirre said. 

Zelaya, who has been 
holed up in the Brazilian 
Embassy since sneaking 
back into the country from 
his forced exile Sept. 21, 
has declared the U.S.- 
baclced pact a failure, argu¬ 
ing Congress is violating 
the spirit of the agreement 
by waiting until after pres¬ 
idential elections Sunday 
to decide his future. 

The agreement called for 
the formation of a unity 
government but left the 
decision on restoring Ze¬ 
laya up to Congress, which 
was given the option of 
consulting the Supreme 
Court and other institu¬ 
tions. 

The Supreme Court jus¬ 


tices had initially deemed 
Zelaya's ouster legal be¬ 
cause he violated court or¬ 
ders to cancel a referen¬ 
dum on rewriting the con¬ 
stitution. 

Opponents say Zelaya 
wanted to lift a ban on 
presidential re-election; 
Zelaya denies that was his 
goal. 

Soldiers arrested Zelaya 
and whisked him out the 
country at gunpoint on 
June 28. Hours later, Con¬ 
gress voted to back his 
ouster. 

Western Hemisphere 
countries, once united in 
condemning the coup, are 
divided on whether to rec¬ 
ognize the elections, 
which had been scheduled 
before Zelaya’s ouster.

Brazilians may be seeing a 
whole lot more of the stu¬ 
dent whose short pink 
dress got her booted from 
college: She’s agreed to 
march in the nation’s 
famously flesh-baring Car¬ 
nival parades. 

Geisy Arruda, who be¬ 
came an instant celebrity 
after being heckled by 
hundreds of fellow stu¬ 
dents because of her dress, 
said Thursday she has ac¬ 
cepted invitations to par¬ 
ticipate with samba groups 
in Rio de Janeiro and Sao 
Paulo. 

“It will be a dream come 
true for me,” Arruda said 
just before giving a deposi¬ 
tion to police investigating 
the students who harassed 
her on Oct. 22 at the Uni¬ 
versity Bandeirante in Sao 
Bernardo do Campo, just 
outside Sao Paulo. 

Arruda, 20, said she will 
parade for the Leandro de 
Itaquera samba school in 
Sao Paulo, and the Porto da 
Pedra school in Rio. The 
Rio and Sao Paulo parades 
are broadcast live through¬ 
out the nation of more 
than 190 million people. 


“Sometimes, good things 
come from bad things,” 
she said. 

Many women featured in 
Carnival dance nearly 
nude in feathered cos¬ 
tumes, but Arruda didn’t 
say how naked she’s will¬ 
ing to get. 

Porto da Pedra’s theme 
for this year’s parade at the 
Sambadrome will be

“I hope to look good,”

S ome questions for 
you. Are you 
pleased that during 
the past two years 
the City of Edmon¬ 
ton has had to pony up al¬ 
most $10 million to cover 


Indy losses? 

Do you think this was a 
good investment of your 
tax dollars? Has this expen¬ 
diture made our city a bet¬ 
ter place to live? Will thou¬ 
sands of people now want 
to come to Edmonton be¬ 
cause we have a car race? 

Does having a big, noisy, 
polluting car race fit in 
with creating a sustainable 
city? Did you benefit from 
this event? Is having a car 
race more important to you 
than clearing roads in win¬ 
ter, getting rid of the drug 


house in your neighbour¬ 
hood, hiring new police 
constables or fixing the 
crack in the sidewalk in 
front of your house? Do 
you think this is just one 
more example of how the 
“old boy/girl” network in¬ 
fluences the spending deci¬ 
sions of city council? 

During the last civic elec¬ 
tion, did you hear anyone 
mention that they support¬ 
ed this kind of expendi¬ 
ture? Did your councillor 
ask you if you were in 
favour of subsidizing a pri¬ 


vate-sector event? Did your 
councillor vote in favour of 
spending this money? Are 
you surprised that a fore¬ 
casted $l-million loss 
somehow turned into $3.9 
million? Are you willing to 
do something to prevent 
more of your tax dollars be¬ 
ing spent on this race? 

That last question is the 
really important one. I 
would hope that you and 
thousands of other Edmon¬ 
tonians send an email to 
your councillors indicating 
whether or not you want 


them to fork over any more 
of your tax money to the 
Indy. You can get their 
email addresses from the 
city’s website. If you don’t 
know who your councillor 
is, send an email to the 
mayor. 

Keep in mind that your 
councillors will soon be de¬ 
ciding how much more in 
civic taxes you will have to 
pay next year. My guess is 
that on top of the smolce- 
and-mirrors approach they 
use to maintain that they 
require more money to 


keep up with inflation and 
increased costs, they will 
need an additional $3.9 
million because of the Indy. 

We will be having a civic 
election next year. When 
an incumbent shows up at 
your door with a handful of 
“gimme,” and mouthful of 
“much obliged,” you might 
want to ask them if they 
voted in favour of wasting 
your tax dollars.

So let’s start with racism. 
Labelling and stigmatizing 
people lead to deep divi¬ 
sions within a society and 
facilitate a hostile environ¬ 
ment, not conducive to the 
positive growth of an in¬ 
creasingly diverse civiliza¬ 
tion. Many Muslims have 
been on the receiving end 
of stigmatization. We need 
to be clear that the vast ma¬ 
jority of Muslims in the 
West are peace loving. 

Muslims who regularly at¬ 
tend mosque and read the 


Qur’an should not automat¬ 
ically translate into our 
minds as enemies of our 
democracy. 

In fact, moderate Mus¬ 
lims are referred to as apos¬ 
tates by radical groups and 
they understand the threat 
of extremist zeal even more 
than non-Muslims. So we 
need to think twice before 
exercising discrimination 
on all Muslims. 

It is only those Muslims 
who embrace a militant and 
extreme ideology rooted in 
Salafism that we need to be 
concerned about. Salafism 
is often used interchange¬ 
ably with Wahabbism and, 
in its most extreme form, 
calls for jihad by the sword 
against all perceived ene¬ 
mies of Islam — particular¬ 


ly the West — and includes 
the subjugation of women, 
sometimes brutal. 

We cannot afford to im¬ 
port this irrational zeal, 
which is accepted and en¬ 
couraged in many parts of 
the world. We have every 
right to challenge such ide¬ 
ologies. 

It is time for us to make 
clear distinctions between 
peace-loving Muslims from 
those who are radicals. Sup¬ 
pressing open discussion 
and dialogue only serves to 
drive the evils of racism and 
radicalism underground 
where both can flourish to 
the detriment of all us all.

review An Audience Award 
winner at this year’s 
Toronto International Film 
Festival, Precious rolls 
back into town with the 
hype machine at full blast. 
At this point, a Best Picture 
nomination looks like a 
fait accompli. 

Which doesn’t mean 
that the film, a fact-based 
account of Job-lilce misery 
as experienced by a 
teenage girl in late 80s 
Harlem, is a worthy piece 
of work. 

Precious comes adver¬ 
tised with adjectives like 
“harrowing,” and it is, but 
the discomfort mostly 
stems from director Lee 
Daniels’ willingness — and 


even eagerness — to revel 
in grotesque urban-night¬ 
mare imagery. Over the 
course of the film, 16-year 
old Precious (Gabby 
Sidibe), who has already 
born two children by her 
own father, is subjected to 
an unending stream of ver¬ 
bal and physical abuse, 
most of it stemming from 
her ornery, shut-in mother 
(Mo’Nique). 

After enrolling in a spe¬ 
cial education class 
presided over by a pretty, 
supportive young teacher 
(Paula Patton), Precious 
feels her first stirrings of 
hope — which is the 
film’s cue to cut her back 
down with extreme preju¬ 
dice. 

The film’s defenders 
claim that Daniels is mere¬ 
ly displaying fidelity to his 
source material, but 
there’s a line between em¬ 
pathy and exploitation, 
and Precious trips all over 
it. 

Daniels’ direction is pure 
sucker-punch cinema, a 
one-two combination of 
shock tactics and sancti¬ 
monious uplift.

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Ninja films gold mine of great action 



There’s much more to the ninja film genre than Teenage Mutant Ninja Turtles, columnist Richard Crouse says.

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f the name Sho Kosugi 
doesn’t conjure up im¬ 
ages of whirling 
nunchuclcs or twirling 
throwing stars then 
your knowledge of ninja 
films probably doesn’t ex¬ 
tend much further than 
Teenage Mutant Ninja Tur¬ 
tles. 

Kosugi is the godfather of 
the modem ninja film, a 
Japanese martial artist who, 
during the 1980s, used his 
mad ninjitsu skills to battle 
every movie bad guy from 
evil terrorists to Mafia thugs 
and even possessed break 
dancers. When the “invisi¬ 
ble warrior” craze petered 
out in the early ’90s Kosugi 
became a star on Japanese 
TV and created a workout 


regimen called Ninjaero- 
bics. This week, however, 
he returns to the big screen 
in Ninja Assassin, playing 
Ozunu, head of a dangerous 
cult that turns orphans into 
blood thirsty killing ma¬ 
chines. 

The movie that kicked 
off ninja mania was 1981’s 
Enter the Ninja, a wild b- 
movie that features 19 


minutes of hardcore ninja 
action in the first 20 min¬ 
utes. 

Kosugi is an evil ninja 
hired to take down a virtu¬ 
ous “white ninja” (Franco 
Nero, who didn’t do any of 
his own fight scenes), who 
is protecting a friend’s 
Philippine plantation. 

The body count is high 
— 36 people get ninjaed, 


including one security 
guard who falls victim to 
the dreaded “mosquito 
spikes” — and even 
though the acting is terri¬ 
ble and the jokes a little 
flat it has, nonetheless, 
been described by one nin¬ 
ja fan as “fantastic crap.” 

Probably the most out¬ 
landish of the original ’80s 
wave of ninja flicks is Ninja 


III: The Domination, which 
features a lead character 
described as completely 
normal, aside from her “ex¬ 
ceptional extrasensory per¬ 
ception and preoccupation 
with Japanese culture.” 

In this one, an evil ninja 
attempts to avenge his 
death from beyond the 
grave, by possessing an in¬ 
nocent woman’s body. Nin-

ja III is packed with cool 
stunts — a throwing star is 
tossed by some very limber 
ninja toes — and we learn 
that a ninja can transfer 
his soul through his sword 
to another person. 

Besides outrageous ninja 
action, the only thing 
these movies have in com¬ 
mon is stiff acting, but act¬ 
ing isn’t why you buy a 
ticket to see a movie called 
Rage of Honor. 

If you want good acting 
look up Phillip Seymour 
Hoffman, but if you want 
to see a ninja take on a 
pick-up truck and win or 
slice a bad guy in half 
(sending his legs to and his 
torso fro), then Sho Kosugi 
is your man.

— are secretly drafting the 
Anti-Counterfeiting Trade 
Agreement. 

Despite the cone of si¬ 
lence demanded by the 
Obama administration on 
“national security” reasons, 
some details on ACTA have 
leaked out. 

• ISPs will be turned into 
copyright cops and be re¬ 
quired by law to filter out 
anything they think might 
be pirated material. This 
will mean monitoring sites 
that offer user-created ma¬ 
terial. Given the enormity 
and complexity of that re¬ 
quirement, consider the 
chill that will cast over mu¬ 
sic sites, even perfectly le¬ 
gal ones. Could many of 
them be forced out of busi¬ 
ness? What about bands 
who give away music? 

• If you’re accused three 
times (just accused, not 
convicted) by your ISP of us¬ 
ing their pipes for illegally 
downloading copyrighted 
material like music, your 
household will be banned 
from the Internet for a year 
and forced to pay a fine. Lit¬ 
tle Susie thrice caught with 
her hand in the BitTorrent 
jar? The whole family will

suffer. 

• Want to make a back¬ 
up copy of that DVD you 
bought by bypassing its 
copy-protection scheme? 
All DRM cracking will be il¬ 
legal. 

• Want to use identity¬ 
blocking software to main¬ 
tain online anonymity? Not 
anymore you won’t. 

• But I saved the best for 
last. Customs officers of sig¬ 
natory countries will have 
the right to force you to 
prove that all the data on 
your iPod or laptop was ac¬ 
quired legally. If Charlie the 
border guard suspects that 
even one of the music files 
on your Nano was obtained 
illegally, welcome to the 
world of search and seizure 
without the benefit of a 
lawyer. And given that 
Canada is on America’s 
“priority watch list” be¬ 
cause they think we’re pi¬ 
rates on the magnitude of 
China, Russia and Indone¬ 
sia, I’m nervous. 

Who’s behind this? We’re 
not sure. Canadian record 
labels were “consulted” but 
haven’t been involved in 
the final negotiations. 

Bottom line is that ACTA 
could be in place by 2010 
and you won’t be able to do 
a damn thing about it. Fed¬ 
eral trade agreements don’t 
require parliamentary ap¬ 
proval. One signature from 
the appropriate govern¬ 
ment rep and it’s the law. 
Be afraid. Very afraid.

Before last Sunday, Adam 
Lambert was famous for 
two things: Being the first 
openly gay American Idol 
contestant and losing the 
Idol title he clearly should 
have won. 

But after an over-the-top 
American Music Awards 
performance — he kissed 
his male keyboardist and 
participated in a simulated 
sex act — he’s suddenly be¬ 
come the most controver¬ 
sial artist in the music biz. 

“I figured it would have 
got some reaction,” says 
Lambert on the phone 
from New York. “But I did¬ 
n’t think it would get to 
this level.” 

While the spiky-haired 
singer didn’t want to of¬ 
fend the AMA’s television 
audience, and he says it 
wasn’t pre-meditated, he 
does admit that he was “go¬ 
ing with the motions, in 
the spirit of rock ’n’ roll 
and I was having a good 
time.” 

His performance got him 
booted from a Good Morn¬ 
ing America appearance, 
and he may have alienated 
some of his more whole¬ 
some fans, but if Lambert 
really was channeling the 
spirit of rockin’ roll, he 
knows that controversy 
can do wonders for album 
sales. 

His new disc, For Your 
Entertainment, was re¬ 
leased earlier this week, so 
it’s too early to tell if his 
stunt has paid off at the 
cash register (is there any 
doubt?), but it may not 
have needed the extra 
boost. The disc is easily the 
most eclectic post-idol 
record ever released. It 
pays homage to everyone 
from Queen and David 


Bowie to Lady Gaga, who 
co-wrote some tracks on 
the album. 

The title tune, now 
known as that song from 
the AMAs, is full of sexual 
innuendo — “Can you han¬ 
dle what I’m ’bout to do? 
Cause it’s about to get 
rough for you,” he sings — 
but Lambert wants people 
to know that it’s the only 
hedonistic tune on the disc. 

“That’s the one song on 
the album dealing with a 
sex thing,” says the articu¬ 
late artist, almost defen¬ 
sively. “That’s the one 


thing I’m concerned about. 
I don’t want people to as¬ 
sume that’s the kind of 
artist I’m going to be.” 

Problem is, it’s not the 
only sex-themed song. In 
the Gaga-penned Fever he 
sings about a threesome, 
and other songs can be tak¬ 
en a number of different 
ways. But really, who cares? 
Lambert’s done something 
that takes most other 
American Idol contestants 
at least two or three al¬ 
bums to do — he’s devel¬ 
oped his own identity. 

It may be a polarizing 


one, but he admits, that’s 
fine with him. “People love 
me or hate me and that’s 
the way it will be for the 
rest of my career,” he says. 

That love-hate relation¬ 
ship is made a bit more 
complex, however, because 
he is gay. He knows a lot of 
Americans are still uncom¬ 
fortable with the idea. 
“People say ‘we’re ready 
for it’,” he explains, “but 
when it (actually happens) 
they’re not ready.” 

Of course, that’s not go¬ 
ing to stop him from play¬ 
ing, and performing, the 
way he wants to. “If any¬ 
thing can be said about my 
performance on American 
Idol is that it was different 
from week to week and I 
plan on conducting my ca¬ 
reer in the same way,” he 
says. “I have a lot more 
tricks up my sleeve.”

Blatz feeling at home 



Kelly Blatz stars in Skyrunners, premiering Friday. 


Not that long ago, Kelly 
Blatz worked at a 
Starbucks in Burbank, 
Calif., fetching coffee for 
executives who worked at 
the neighbourhood TV 
and film studios. As he 
puts it, “I used to serve all 
the people I work for 
now.” 

Blatz just wrapped pro¬ 
duction on a second sea¬ 
son of the Disney XD se¬ 
ries Aaron Stone (Family 
Channel). 

He was in Toronto earli¬ 
er this week to promote 
his latest project, the sci-fi 
’tween drama Skyrunners 
(premiering Friday, Nov. 
27 on Family). 

In the TV movie, Blatz 
plays high school senior 
Nick Burns, who, together 
with his younger brother 
Tyler (Joey Pollari), discov¬ 
ers a UFO has landed in 
their town. 

The boys seize the 
saucer as their own per¬ 
sonal spacecraft, and soon, 
“weird stuff starts happen¬ 
ing to Tyler,” says Blatz. 

Not surprising, given 
that Tyler has been abduct¬ 
ed by aliens. Nick has to 
rescue his brother, distract 
a persistent government 
agent and appease an up¬ 
tight girlfriend — all be¬ 
fore he graduates. 

The TV movie — the 
first for the U.S. cable 
channel Disney XD — has 
an odd history. 

It all started when Blatz 
won the lead role of video 
game ace and secret super¬ 
hero Aaron Stone by acci¬ 


dentally pulling a fire 
alarm at his audition. Blatz 
walked in and sheepishly 
admitted to the panel of 
producers, casting agents 
and network executives 
that he was the dummy re¬ 
sponsible for the racket. 

The panel smiled, 
looked at each other and 
knew they’d found their 
klutzy super hero. 

Most young Canadian 
actors dream of one day 
making it in Hollywood. 
Blatz — born and raised in 
Burbank, where he could 
walk to three or four ma¬ 


jor Hollywood studios — 
boarded a plane and flew 
to Toronto to shoot Aaron 
Stone. 

When the pilot episode 
was done, Disney execs 
told their likable young 
star that they wanted him 
for Skyrunner. 

“There was this amazing 
script, all about alien inva¬ 
sions, very Spielberg-es- 
que,” he says. He went 
straight into production 
on Skyrunner, also shot in 
Toronto. 

That was in the summer 
of 2007. Production was 


§ halted on the TV-movie 
while Blatz finished the 
first season of Stone. 
When the filmmakers 
went to resume work on 
Skyrunners over a year lat¬ 
er, Blatz’s co-star, Min¬ 
neapolis teen Pollari, had 
grown “like a foot and his 
voice changed and every¬ 
thing, says Blatz. 

The filmmakers wrote 
that into the plot, turning 
puberty “into the coolest 
movie special effect ever.” 

Most of the other actors 
on Skyrunners are Canadi¬ 
an. Linda Kash — best 
known as the angel from 
those long-running 

Philadelphia Cream 

Cheese ads — plays the 
boys’ mom. Vancouver’s 
Conrad Coates (Kyle XY) 
plays the government 
agent tailing the teens and 
the aliens. 

Toronto has become 
something of a branch 
plant for the thriving Dis¬ 
ney ’tween sitcom factory. 
Aaron Stone has already 
wrapped production on a 
second season in Ontario’s 
capital. 

Earlier this fall, the 
Jonas Brothers, including 
younger bonus Jonas 
Frankie, quietly shot a se¬ 
quel to the 2008 summer 
hit Camp Rock in and 
around the city. 

Demi Lovato (Sonny 
with a Chance) reunited 
with the Jonas boys on 
that venture, as did Toron¬ 
to-native Jasmine Richards 
(Naturally, Sadie).

Swiss Justice Ministry 
not appealing Polanski $4.5 M bail 


Roman Polanski will be 
moved from jail to house 
arrest at his Alpine chalet 
as soon as he posts $4.5 
million bail and meets 
other conditions set by a 
Swiss court, the Justice 
Ministry said Thursday. 

The ministry said it 
would not appeal a decision 
by the Swiss Criminal 
Court to release the 76- 
year-old director, adding 
that he can leave jail after 
his pays bail, surrenders his 
identity documents and has 


an electronic monitoring 
system installed and tested. 

The announcement 
means Polanski will be able 
to continue his fight 
against extradition to the 
United States in a 1977 sex 
case from the comfort of 
his $1.6 million chalet in 
the exclusive winter resort 
of Gstaad. Authorities in 
Los Angeles want him sen¬ 
tenced for having sex with 
a 13-year-old girl. 

"He must not leave this 
house,” the ministry said in 


a statement. Should he vio¬ 
late the terms of release, 
the bail will be forfeited to 
the Swiss government. 

Ministry spokesman Fol- 
co Galli said the release 
would be handled quietly. 

"We don’t want to show 
him off like an exotic ani¬ 
mal,” he told The Associat¬ 
ed Press. 

The bail decision was a 
major win for the director 
of Rosemary’s Baby, China¬ 
town and The Pianist after 
a series of legal setbacks fol-
